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SIR, 


Was at the Point of making a Re- 
| ſolution before I recciy'd yours (of 
#ne 9. ) Wholly to negle& that 
Libellous pow ( as it 1s called) be- 
rween a Doctor and an Apothecary ; as 
a thing that doth not: only © betray the 
Unlincerity, the Arrifices, the Impotenc ' 
Paſſions of him that wrote Þ; but that” 
to a Prudent and Judicious Reader, 
doth ( as is ſaid of the Viper ) carry in 
its own Bowels, Cauſes that in time 
will deſtroy it. , 
Bur ſeeing you Adviſe me that it. 
may not be unfit that ſomething be ſaid. 
ro it; and I know we ought not to 
have too good an Opinion of the 
World, which generally, being malici- 
ous, and invidious, is apter to take im» 
prefſion from a witty Calumny and De- 
traction, than from the ſoundeſt and 
moſt ſolid Reaſoning and Argument , 
on theſe and the like conſiderations, I 
now reſolye to Reply. 
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But in doing ſo, that I reſemble not 


my Adverſary, whom nor only I, but . 
wany ſober and indifferent Perſons da 


condemn for Impertinence, for Falſe- 
hood, for Bitrerneſs, for Peremptori- 
neſs and Preſumption, and for ſuch other 
Courles as { to uſe the Exprefhion of g 
Noble Perſon )) tend rather to Rumoy 
and jmpreſſion in the Vulgar fort, than 
co the likelihood of any good Effet. 


For this Reaſon, I am determined in 


Replying ro him, to propoſe unto my 
ſelf for my Example, That wiſe and 
Religious Biſhop of wham when he re- 
tirned Anſwer toa Pamphlet much ( ir 
ſeems )) of a nature like to this before 
mm My Lord Bacon ſays, That he 
© remembred that a Fool muſt be An- 
* ſwered , but not by becoming like 
* unto him, and conſidered the matter 
* which he hand]ed,and ngt the Perſon 
* wich whom he deal. © © 

The Points thercfore that ] will go 
upon, ſhall be only theſe: Firſt, To 
ſhew nakedly and truly the Occaſion 
of my engaging with my Adverſary 
in this Controverſy. Secondly, Toſhew 
the Unfairneſs of his Proceeding in the 
: Publick ' Management of ir, together 
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with the motives, which ( as I ſuppoſe ) 
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induced him to that Ulnfairneſs. Thirdly 
To Note but as it were in paſling, an 
by.the By, the Undue Aſperſtons which 
he caſts upon me, in reference to my 
Argument ; together with the Malice is 
in them. Foxrthly, Briefly again to 
ſtate the Argument TI made, and to de- 
monſtrate, Thar as it is not a Log+( as 
he calls it ) nor Uncouth , ſo that he is 
ſtill extreamly Afrighted ar it. ( for he 
dares nottouch itz ) and {till hath cauſe 
to be lo. 

As for my Engaging with him; the 
firſt Occaſion (as I have faid already ) 
was purely Accidental, and it was drawn 
on I ſcarce know how ; he ſays, by the 
importunity of the Lady, my readineſs 
to comply with it, and his unwarineſs ; 
and Jer ir beſo. But a caſual, paſting, 
undeſigned Diſcourſe it was; a Diſcourſe 
that as ir did begin, ſo I thought it 
would have ended in the fame place; 
for my part, I ſcarce had one Thought 
of ir afterwards. But as for any Irſul- 
ting upon him, of which he now com- 
plains, -and never before that I know 
of; and with which he thinks to be» 
ſpcak the AﬀeCtians of = Readers( for 
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indeed he needs them ) and to excuſe 
his own Acerbity ; he cannot produce 
one Witneſs of any ; I am ſure, by me : 
I can many, even of Perſons that were 
preſent at the whole Diſcourſe, to Ar- 
reſt the Contrary. Burt that he was 
Inſulted upon, and that ( in his own 
[Terms ) his Sword was as it were broken 
over bis Head, and with Triumph, you mult 
believe it; and yet all the while, the 
Weapons on both ſides, ( They ) were 
but Words ; and youcan hardly think, 
He loſt His, T HE N; who, flill, ſpeaks 
Swords and Daggers. 

But you will tell me; Well: All 
this, hitherto, was but a Tranſient Ac- 
cidencal Diſcourſe, {uch as might hap- 
pen every day, when Perſons meet who 
are of different Perſwaſions, and there 
is an End. But how came it afterwards 
to be ſo Seolemn, and fo Decliberate, as 
from Words that are but Birds in the 
Air, to become Writings, which are as 
Bears at the Stake > Truly as to this, 
one would think, by what my Adver- 
fary wrices, and by the . Faſhion in 
which he writes, in his Epiſtle, and in 
Pag. 16. 19. that nothing but Reſent- 
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Afﬀeront that then was offered Him, and 
2 motion of Vanity on mine, to Anſwer 
his Challenge, drew on this ſecond En- 
agement ; Little elſe can be inferred 
rom What he hath written concerning 
jt. But indeed, on my part it was 
nothing leſs than fo, and nothing leſs 
on his neither, Pretendedly ; for all was 
Conſcience, nothing but Conſcience and 
enquiry after futther Light, with which 
in a Letter that he {enr me above a year 
and halt ( he calls it in his uſual figure, 
Sometime ) after, he importruned my 
Anſwer, and prevailed. For who is 
there, bur would have believed ( as 
then T did ) that it was Conſcience, pure 
Conſcience that Aﬀted him ; if he had 
received from him ( as I had )) a Letter 
ſo concernedly Penn'd , and with ſo 
much moyement : with ſo much im- 
portunity, and ſo much ſeeming 1in- 
ccrity; and it he knew him nor any 
better than I did at that time; for thus 
his Letter, bearing Date Sept. 9. 1681. 
doth ſpeak in ſo many words. |

Where as indeed, he but preſents 
the World with Pieces, and Patches, 
both of his own Letters, and of mine ; 
and Withal, in thoſe Patches ( he )). ſo 
Induſtriouſly Diſguiſes, Alters, and 
abuſes the Argument T manage; that 
tis as impoſhiblg, to ſee it in his Libel 
in its erue Proportions and Figure, 
as to believe, that Baſe ahd Barbarous 
Methods ( ſuch as theſe he uſes ) are 
Proper means, either of Attaining unto 
the Bond of Peace, or, unto the Unity 
of the Spirt.

_ - Secondly, He choſe to att his patt 
by way of a Dialogue, rather than of 
Letters, to hide trom the Eyes of his 
own Party, the Strength and Cogency of 
my Argument ; Which being Harmoxj- 
cal, the force and power of 1t lyes in 
the Joynts of it, and in the Reference of 
its parts ; fo that, either hy the Di: 
viding and Mangling of the parts, or 
by the Hudling and Conpfounding of 
them rogether, ( both which, at times, 
he hath done, in his Diſpute, ) the force 
thereof is winſcen, and is loſt. - And in- 
deed, as he hath managed the bulinels,

The former, is one inſtance of his 
Ingenuity and of his ſincerity, bur we 
have another which do's much reſemble 
it, (vis. that of publiſhing co che 
world his egos on thoſe lite 
Points C for "lt you may fee them 
to beſo ) in the firſt Editiqn of my 
Letter, which my (elf had altered and 
amended in the ſecond ; for though

he uſrs to pervert the words of his 
Adverſary, and in things of little mo- 
menr, to raiſe a duſt, ard make great 
a doe ; either to blind-the Eyes of thoſe 
that ſhall conſider him, or to divert them, 
from what is the main in the buſineſs 
for with this, Eſpecially if it be difficult, 


he is bur ſeldom uſed tromeddle.art all ; or 
it atall, notcloſely. To maniteſt this, I 
but defire his Readers,that after the peru- 
fall of the Title Page of my Bok, and of 
"my "Advertiſement , they would ob- 
ſerve his Refle&;ons upon them ; both as 
ro the matter of them; asto the manner 
of them; and as to the deſign of them.

and thar for fcar of his Head, which,

as it were broken over it. This Tay, isa 
Truth, and very manifeſt. For in my 
Advertiſement, all that is done by way of 
Argument ( and that's no Inconſiderable 
part of -ir, rhe whole conſiſting of bur 
Nine L- aves, and Six of them are ſpent 
that way, under four corſiderations ) all 
this he wholly skips over : and, as if ir 
was not, at all, his buſineſs, or. in his 
deſign, at all, to reaſon and argue, 
bur orly-to Calumniate, Expoſe, and 
abuſc ; he that hath ſo many words 
for bad, or for Impertinent: purpoſes, 
hath nct one word for that purpoſe, 
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which only became him: One would 
think a man ſo much in pretentions of 
Conſcience, and of nothing but Con- 
ſcience in the caſe, who did only {eek 
ro give, Or- to receive ſatisfattion, 
| ſhould have judged ir” proper to have 
conſidered what was Argumentative ; 
and' that, whatever elſe - he did, he 
ſhould be ſure not to have left undone 
the thing that moſt Imported 'thoſe 
ends.

but to pee it Upon all His, tn Token, thar 
as he Himſelf, fo that All he owns, is 
God's. This I proved in my Firſt 
Lerrer, from Pag. 16. to Pag. 23. and 
Confirmed in my Advertiſement ; to 
which I Add wow another Conſideration 
' to make it further manifeſt ; namely, 
that in the Covenant, (C and the Coves 
nant for Subſtance is but one and the 
fame ) whereas Gnd is pleaſed to fay 
In Geneſis, 17.
